and  llie  resnUs  ttf  the  complete  qualitative,  <|nanlitati\e.  ami  spoe- 
tropraphic  tests,  if  perfnrrned.  are  not  avuilahle. 

When  a hnsfm-ssinan  sends  a specimen  to  a commercial  chemist 
for  analysis,  he  espoets  to  receive  a specific  list  of  exactly  what 
elements  it  contains  and  in  what  jjeicenta"»’S.  If  he  riTioved,  in- 
stead, results  sneh  as  those  of  the  sih'er-rain  analy.sis,  plus  the 
chemist’s  opini<m  that  tlx*  speeitnen  used  to  consist  of  .something 
else  in  different  pr(*pnrtk»is,  (ho  Imsinessman  would  %ejy  properly 
refuse  to  pay. 

No  competent  chemist  would  use  the  meager  data  available  to 
asseit  that  the  1954  and  195(1  fiaginenls  had  an  identical  oii.gin, 
or  that  they  were  originalK  eompf)sed  rmly  of  pure  fin.  A tjnantifa- 
tive  aiiiih’.sls  tlreor<*tically  cmiM  show  tliat  a gis’cti  .sample  is  com- 
posed cntircl)'  of  a certain  elenient  .such  as  tin,  hnt  if  tlx*  .sample 
contains  only  yr*  per  cent  tin.  lo  pi-r  cent  ohvi(in.s!y  consists  of  otlx*r 
elcmi‘nt.s.  and  the  specimen  is  not  ion  per  c«-nl  pore  tin. 

With  so  few  facts  nNaihihle,  the  actual  idtnlitv  of  the  silver  rain 


can  only  he  guessed  at,  hnt  o\«T\vlu'lining  csidonce  indicale.s  that 
it  was  made  right  here  on  earth. 

The  Handbook  of  Chcniislrij  and  I'hyifirs  lists  a large  number  of 
possihilitles.  At  least  5 alloys  of  tin  and  lead,  without  antimony, 
liave  densities  betxveen  9.4.3  and  10.33.  fragments. 

Ordinary  “]ihimher’s  solder’  is  67  per  cent  lead,  .3;)  per  cent  tin, 
and  lus  a density  of  9.4.  “Tinman’s  .solder"  is  O7  per  cr*nt  tin  and  .33 
per  cent  lead.  Many  aluiniiinm  solders  have  neitlier  anliinony  nor 
lead,  but  contain  tin  in  percentages  ranging  from  50  to  97  per  cent, 
comhined  with  sursang  proportions  of  7inc,  alnmiiunn,  copper,  cad- 
nihnn.  or  phosphurns. 

One  jndicially-minded  investigator  of  flying  saucers  gently 
jininled  out  to  the  editor  of  the  VI'O  Critiral  fiulh'tin  that  the  use  (A 
the  word  "pros  ed'  for  the  e.vtraterreslrial  origin  of  the  siKer  rriin  was 
premature,  and  suggested  the  need  for  obtaining  and  piiblishin.g  a 
complete*  analysis  helore  drawing  any  ciaiehisions.  The  editor,  not 
yet  a complete  master  of  the  Rnglish  language,  respoiuled  with  the 
pc<'uliar  logic  oF  the  xenocliemist:

Vfe  have  no  intention  of  Riving  the  uhola  story  of  the  nolten  '’tin'*  that  fell  in 
Campinas,  Brazil,  on  December  20,  195U,  supposedly  from  a saucer,  since  most  of  our 
readers  are  probably  familiar  vdth  the  main  facts  already.  (If  not,  see  Sinoes*s 
flying  Saucer,  7t6  and  7j  APPO  Bulletin.  Juli'  1957.)  But  v/e  should  mention  that  tv/o 
samples  k:‘nfdy  brouf^t  to  I.V./  York  by  Simoes  disappointed  everyone, because  they 
proved,  on  testing,  to  be  composed  of  tin  and  lead.  They  appeared,  in  fact,  to  be 
identifiable  ns  solder  - v/hich  hardly  suggests  any  extraterrestrial  origin.  However, 
this  proves  nothing^  since  these  drops  of  metal  could  not  be  guaranteed  to  be  part 
of  the  original  material:  it  is  possible  that  they  v/ere  brought  in  later  by  a pra-’Jc- 
ster.  (Tlie  sample  in  the  possession  of  Dr.  Charles  Maney  is  of  similarly  hazy  crl- 
gin.)  The  exact  nature  of  the  original  material  - supposed  to  be  phenoir.enally  pure 
tin  - is  still  not  really  certain,  and  it  vn.ll  remain  uncertain  until  someone  su.c- 
ceeds  In  getting  more  information  from  Dr.  Visvaldo  IJaffei  of  Campinas,  the  chem-i.st 
vfho  originally  examined  it.  The  case  is  a very  important  one  if  authentic,  but  7ori- 
fication  is  still  needed  before  we  are  justified  in  saying  that  chemical  analysis 
disclosed  evidence  that  this  saucer  metal  v/as  of  non-earthly  origin.

It.  seems  that  whenever  someone  cornea  up.v/ith  something  very  new  ,?nd  very  as- 
tounding- about  ■saucers  and  the  evidence  that  they  are  material  objects  origina- 
ted ia  other  worlds,  an  anti-climax  is  not  long  in  making  its  appearance  and 
the  whole -business  ia  squashed  "nalgre  tout".  Once  more  it  has  happened  and  I 
am  much,  troubl-ed  to  confess  that  I am  the  main  culprit  in  this  p.articular  case. 
Some  corrections  must  be  made  in  the  former  information  issued  in  "The  Plying 
Saucer"  No,  7 page  9.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  my  blunder  shall,  ne'e,  gat  from  our 
readers  what  is  so  aptly  called  "a  .tongue-in-cheek-attitude".

Mr,  Nascioento  caught  the  material  and...  Let  us  quote  him  from  his 
interview  with  a reporter  from  ”0  Globo”.  of  Rio  de.  Janeiroi -This  news-..  . 
paper  printed  the  story  on  December.  24th.  1954,  .Here’s  what  Air.  Kasci- 
hento  said:  "Ten  days  ago.,  y/h,en  a few  flying  saucers  were'  seen,  flying, 

over  'the  town,  a lady  to  whom  I am  acquainted  .invited  me  to.  pay  her  a 
visit.  She  told  me  she  had  'something  very  impo.rtant- to.  show  me.  She  told 
Yie  then  that  she  was  in  her  backyard  v/hen  she  noticed  three  flying  sau- 
c’era  in  the  sky.  One  of  the  olJjects,  round,  gray,  spinning  incessantly 
dove  over  her  backyard  illuminating  it  intensely;  at  the  same'  time^^the 
saucer  dropped  something  like  a silvery  rain.  After  a few  minutes 'fty 
friend  went  to  the  place  where  the  "rain”  had'  fallen'  and  found  some- 
thing shining,'  She  bent  to  catch  it  but  retrieved  her-  hand  because  the

heat  was  too  strong.  Then  she  asked  me  to  pay*  her  a visit.  After  catch- 
ing the  material  that  would  have  been  dropped  from  a flying  saucer,  I 
went  to  the  offices  of  ”0  Correio  Popular”,  whence  accompanied  by' a

Reporter  Danton  Gomes  and  Professor  Hascin'^nto  v/ent  to  the  -Yoirng  Labo- 
ratories where  they  met  Dr,  Visvaldo  Laff ei . to  whom  they  told  v/hat  they 
knew,'  Dr.  'alafiei  at  once  started  his  examination  and.  pro.nounced  the  ma- 
terial tp  be  9Q»91  % pure'  tin’  and  11,05^  $5.  oxidation.  [There  v/era  not  the 
slightest  traces  of  other  mebals  such  as  lead,  iron, 'ajiitimony,  . etc.  The 
impurity  - Dr.  Uafi'ei  v/as  alleged  to  stiy  - v<qs  due  to  contact  v/ith  'the 
air.  Here’s  what  Dr,  Maffei  said  to  "0  Globo":  "Tin  '60*91  ^.'i'he  mate-

rial  presented  ch.aracteristica  of  hi^h  oxidation,  such, as  tin  in  coaibina- 
tion  with  oxygen  known  as  tin  oxide,  llo  inpurity  was  found  in  the  analy- 
sed naterial.  This  result  refers  only  to  tne  analyzed  saxaple.'^  Explai- 
ning further  the  written  results  of  the  analysis,  Dr.  ’iaffei  told  the 
"O  Olobo":  "The  material  is  exceptionally  pure  tin  witnout  any  impurity, 
excepting  oxygen.  It  is  possible  that  the  naterial  contains  infinitrisimal 
aaounta  of  ocher  substances  (sic)  but  this  only  a spectrogra'phical  exami- 
nation v/ould  be  able  to  reveal.  The  sample  analyzed  revealed  pure  tin 
without  the  presence  of  any  other  element  (sic)  common  to  tin,  ouch  as 
iron,  load,  antimony,  arsenio,  etc.  Even  the  purest  tin  used  in  our  in- 
dustry 99.9-9^  pure  has  infinitesimal  amounts  of  the  aforeinentione';  impu- 
rities in  it.  Metals  with  such  a purity  are  generally  found  in  my;eori- 
tes,  because. in  the  space  void  the  decantation  is  processed, , ceparabing 
different  minerals.  I know,  for  instance  v/hat  happens  '.dth  iron  and 
nickel  meteorites,  however  I have  never  heard  of  pure  tin  meteorites,  but 
this  is, not  significant  that-  they  do  not  exist..." 

10,  That  night  reporter  Danton  Gpces-wrote  the  amazing  story.  During  the  -week 
after  "0  -Correio  l^opular"  printed  it,  Danton  received  around  thirty  odd 
bibs  of  solder-like  naterial  found  in  odd  places  such  as  backyards  and 
roofs.  Apparently  the  "saucer"  had  snowereU  the  mysterious  all  over  Cam- 
pinas. lion-oomnitally  Danton  stowed  the  raatJorial  in  a drawer  and  now  -and 
then  v/ouDd  give  a bit  to  souvenir  collectors,  \fhan  he  '.vrota  the  story,  for 
lack  of  a better  name  he  called  the  incident  "the  silvery  rain".

11,  Soon  the  Brazilian  Air  i'orce  got  wind  of  what  had  happened  in  Campinas 
and  wired  its  Base  there  to  have  the  material  collocted  from  "0  Correio

Popular"  and  mail  it  urgently  to  the  Headquarters  of  fourth  Aerial  "one 

‘ in  Sao  Paulo,  from  where  it  v/ould  be  mailed  to  the  Air  I.iinistry  in  Kio. 

. (C?DV  is-  in  possession  of  photographic  copies  of  the  cable  and  the  photo 
snowing  the  chunk  sent  to  the  Air  ilinistry.  Professor  Cnarles  Maney  alao 
keeps  the  two  photos  in  his  files). 

12,  Just  before  the  sample  had  been  delivered  to  the  Air  Force,  the  reporter 
of  "0  Globo"  went  to  tha  offices  of  "0  Correio  Popular"  in  order  to  see 
the  material  with  his  own  eyes.  Denton  Gomes  took  from  his  pocket  a kit- 
chen box  of  matches  inside  which  were  two  bits  of  the  material  and  said 
surprised?  "V/hyl  It  seems  that  the  ’thing"  is  disappearir.gj  Since  last 
Monday  it  has  shrunk  to  half  its  size!  It’s  incredible!  Or  am  I being  the' 
victim  of  a hallucination?"  Professor  Nascimento  took  a look  and  said: 
"There’s  no  doubting  the  fact.  The  ’thing'  is  disappearing!"  (I  have  in- 
terviewed Danton  Gomes  and  he  advised  me  not  to  believe  too  much  in  the 

. contracting -story.  He  said  he  could  have  been  mistaken). 

15*  Soon  after  CPD'V  was  founded,  in  the  spring  of  1956,  Escobar  Faria,  Luzzi 
Junior  and  I went  to  Campinas  and  heard  straight  from  Danton  Cknnes  lips 
the  whole  story  again,  witnout  the  corrections  I had  to  introduce  about 
one  year  later.  (See  "The  Flying  Saucer"  Do.  7»  that  time  Danton  gave 
me  two  bixs  of  the  v/asts  macerial  he  was  keeping  in  his  desk  drawer,  ma- 
king clear  that  they  v/ere  not  from  the  same  chimk  analysed  by  Maffei.  Then 
on  second  thought  he  toolf  back  one  of  the  bits  and  v/ith  a pockeb-knifa, 
cut  it  in  two  halves.  He  explained  his  attitude  saying  that  he  was  mow 
running  out  of  "saucer-bits".  Thus  J.  left  Cam>.ina3  v/ith  1 1/2  bit  of 
saucer  material,  I kept  the  two  bits  for  a long,  time  in  my  bill-folder. 
Once  during  a TV  show  about  saucers,  someone  asked  me  for  a bit  of  :3au- 
cer  and  I "generously"  gave  the  fellov/  the  bit  Danton  had  cut  in  two.  I 
can't  remember  to  whom  I gave  it.  Later  I sent  the  "v.-hole"  round  bit  I 
kept  to  Pfqfassor  Charles  A.  Money  ab  The  Defiance  College,  in  Defiance, 
Ohio  telling  him  the  whole  storj*, 

14.  Professor  Maney  soon  after  wrote  ms  a letter  and  made  a preliminary  re- 
port about  his  findings.  He  said  that  Professor  Nathan  Ualtz  had  submited 
the  sample  to  four  different  tests  and  had  not  found  the  slightest  trace 
of  antimony.  This  v/as  very  scrange  because  usually  cin  always  keens  soma 
traces  of  ontimony.  ITirtnermoce,  i-rofessor  uaney  found  Che  density  of  his 
sample  to  be  10,3  whereas  "normal"  tin  has  a density  of  7«5.  Cautiously 
Professor  Maney  asked  for  further  details  and  lat-r  made  a statement

A few  Weeks  a^o  I sent  to  i'rofessor  kaney  for  exanlnation,  a piece  of  non- 
ferrous  ciatwrial  fallen  from  a Ifi'O-liko  thing  on  Decvr.ber  20  1954,  in  Caapinas, 

At  the  tina  this  material  was  exajiined  by  iJr.  Yisvalao  ileffoi  and  the  rcsuios 
together  v/ixh  the  pertinent  story  v/aro  published  by  clips,  Quotes  end  Ccr;nents 
TiOren  than  12  months  ago.  I think  the  story  yoi  printt^d  was  sent  by  fjscobnr 
ria,  former  President  of  CPDY  and  actually  on  his  own  with  his  "U?0  Critical  Bull- 
etin". If  you  can  review  the  story  as  printed  by  C^C,  you  -..ill  see  that  Dr.  Vio- 
valdo  t'laffoi  had  said  that  the  material  was  tii  of  hi^h  /ureness  "hardly  found 
in  tho  market"?  Professor  I.!aney,  ho’waver,  who  /las  recently  submicted  the  inacerial 
to  several  tests,  sene  a letter  to  mu  on  April  27th,  containing  some  astonishing 
news.  I £’J3  quoting  from  his  letter: 


"I  can  make  a partial  report  to  yo’u  on  tiie  bit  of  non-ferrous  metal  \/hich 
you  so  kindly  sent  to  me  for  examination.  Professor  H’athal  Melts  of  the  depart- 
ment of  Chemistry  at  I/efiance  College  reported  to  me  on  some  tests  which  he 
made  of  this  material.  He  broke  a bit  ox  the  material  down  to  test  for  tin  and 
antimony,  liis  tests  indicated  very  pure  tin  without  the  olighteat  trace  of  an- 
timony, Ine  significance  of  this  finding  is  that  the  material  gives  the  appea- 
rance of  being-non- terrestrial  in  origin.  Both  in  natural  state  as  found  in 
tho  ore,  as  well  as  in  the  processed  state  as  used  in  plating  iron,  tin  inva- 
riably contains  some  antimony.  The  antimony  is  not  removed  from  the  tin  since 
there  is  no  need  to  do  this  in  commercial  tin.  Professor  Lieltz  was  astonished 
whan  he  tested  this  tin  and  found  no  antimony  in  it.  Ke  applied  four  different 
tests,  the  cozmion  test  as  well  as  thee  not  so  wall  knov/n  tests.  The  common 
test  is  to  take  a silver  coin,  place  a fine  strip  of  tin  over  the  coin  in  a 
hydrochloric  acid  solution.  If  any  antimony  is  wrosont  in  the  sample  tested, 
the  silver  coin  7/ill  get  black  from  the  x/redencs  of  antimony.  Professor  ’.ieltz 
also  used  the  Rhodamin  test,  the  Pyridine  tost,  and  the  Pyragallol  tost.  Hone 
of  these  testes  showed  the  slightest  traco  of  antimon:^'. 


"I  made  a determination  of  Lho  aensity  vf  the  material  find  found  it  to  be 
10,5  times  ns  heavj'  as  water.  Kov/ever,  the  density  of  terrestrial  tin  is  given 
as  7»5»  This  difference  in  density  is  not  explainable  from  the  analysis  so 
far.  Professor  l.ieltz  is  to  continue  his  study  of  tiiia  sample. 


"I  have  a letter  dated  April  2 195^>  from  our  mutual  friend  Jose  Kscobar  7a- 
ria  in  v/hioh  Air.  Faria  reports  on  the  analysis  of  another  sample  of  the  some 
material  by  the  chemist  Lr.  Viuvaldo  llaffoi,  of  Sao  Paulo  I believe.  I quote 
from  lir.  Faria's  letter:  'The  chemical  examination  analytical  by  Dr.  Maffei 
resulted,  as  he  said,  in  an  alloy  of  tin  together  with  other  unkno7/n  metals; 
its  composition  was  as  follov/’s:  high  v/oy  of  tin  in  threat  pureness  83,91  per 
cent,  unusual  in  this  planet,  because  the  tin's  UFO's  has  not  the  terrestrial 
impurity  by  presence  of  lead,  antimony,  iron  end  other  cros.'

(17).  UPO  jMililications  in  Kiiylaiul,  New  Zealand,  luid  the  United 
Slates  reported  that  the  sij’htiii"  had  oeenrred  at  night  hut,  in  spite 
of  the  darhness.  the  witness  had  ob.MT\ed  the  ohjects  in  dc-tail.  She 
deserfhed  throe  gray-colored,  cfrc-nlar  fiying  saucers;  each  was  made 
up  of  two  sections  or  plates,  one  placed  on  lop  of  the  other;  the 
loi)  i>late  rotated  continuously  and  sent  out  a strong  light.  Moving 
soundlessly  and  in  clo.se  fornaition,  the  three  saucers  had  performed 
fniUustic  acrobatics  over  the  city,  npixirenlK  unnoticed  by  the  other 
ro.sidents.  .Suddenly  one  of  them  had  peeled  off  and  dbvd  low  mer 
the  roof  c<f  the  woman’s  house,  lighting  nj>  the  whole  iieighborluKid 
with  the  lirilliaiit  glare  of  its  rotating  section;  thni,  going  into  u 
hi^li  spec*d  climh,  it  dro^iped  at  her  feet  a Ihjnid  substance  that 
Jell  ■ like  sihvr  riiin." 


According  to  the  more  generally  accepted  ond  more  probable 
version,  the  incident  occurred  in  tbe  morning  in  full  daylight.  The 
housewife  \va.s  feeding  bci  |xmltr>  when  she  beard  a noisi’  on  the 
ground  near  her  feet.  Stooping  down,  .she  observed  a pool  of  sbiny 
liquid,  like  silver  rain,  wliicb  solidified  williin  a few  seconds.  I.onk- 
lug  tip.  she  saw  tliree  large  object.s  moving  rapidly  lifgb  in  the  sky 
id  tlio>'  looked  to  her  like  fiying  saucers. 

A reporter  on  the  C'ainpinas  Condo  Popular,  bearing  rumors 
that  a fiving  saucer  had  dropped  strange  nuileri.d  “something  like 
load,"  interviewed  the  woman,  collected  some  fragments  that  a 
neighbor  had  picked  uj),  and  took  them  to  a local  cli<*mist  for 
analysis.  The  newspaper  then  reported  tlutt  the  stuff  wa.s  ah.solutely 
pure  tin— that  is,  it  was  about  go  per  cent  pure  tin  and  the  rest 
was  cither  oxidation  or  metal  alloys  that  were  unknown  on  earth 
(17.  18,  Kj]. 

Understandably  interested  in  this  report.  niemlxTS  of  tbe  nrazllian 
Air  Force  also  iitteiaiewed  tbe  witness  and  collected  .some  of  the 
fragments  she  showed  tlu-m.  as  well  as  other  fnigmeots  that  bad 
fallen  Jilxinl  the  .s.nne  time  in  other  part.s  of  the  city.  Laboratory 
analy.sis  showed  the  inafeiial  to  l>o  nien-K  soTdi-r.  Scwcral  large 
airports  not  far  from  Campinas  might  well  have  bad  l.n-gc  planes 
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III  tin-  air,  wliicli  could  lisive  clroppi-d  tlu-  solder.  'Hu-  .Mr  Koreu 
i>li\-iously  saw  no  m’od  to  in\okf  llu*  pri'scncr  of  extraterrestrial 
veliicles  to  account  for  tlie  ineident  and  coiisidered  the  problem 
solved,  but  Brazilian  saucer  r-ntlmsia.sts  refused  to  accept  ibis  ex 
planation.  In  their  opinion  the  Air  Force  had  eitluT  no^b'O  bold  of 
llu*  wrong  material  or  was  covering  up  the  true  facts. 

'I'wo  years  later,  in  the  aiituinn  of  the  reporter  who  had 

ordered  tin;  original  analysis  icceiv<'d  aiiother  collection  of  frag- 
ments and  turned  them  ovc-r  to  a gioup  of  civili.ui  imcstigalors 
of  UFO  phenomena.  Although  he  did  i»nt  know  the  fidl  histor)’  of 
the  iu*w  fragment.s  (unfortunately  he  had  forgotten  the  names  of 
the  persons  who  gave  them  to  him),  he  himself  was  convinced  th.it 
they  were  part  of  the  original  .shower  of  silver  rain.  Accepting  this 
theory,  the  civilians  sent  the  fragments  to  the  United  States  for 
analysis:  one  part  to  a symp.itlietic  scientLst  at  an  Ohio  college, 
who  asked  a eliemist  ccjlleagiie  to  test  the  inali'rial,  and  aimther  to 
a commercial  eliemist  in  New  York.  W'lien  tlie  New  York  chemist, 
like  the  Biazilian  Air  Force  in  1^54,  rcpftrlecl  that  the  material 
wa.s  an  ordin.uy  tin  soldier,  the  ld‘'0  group  concluded  that  the 
fragment  sent  him  must  have  been  spurious,  and  refused  to  accept 
lii.s  findings.  The  Ohio  chemist  reported  that  his  specimen  con* 
taint'd  tin,  did  not  contain  antimonv.  and  had  a densrtv  of  lo.n. 
Siiici:  the  den.slty  of  tin  is  7.3.  thr>  sample*  ohcimrsly  contained  other 
ch'inenl.s  in  addition  to  tin. 

With  the  reports  in  hand,  the  editor  of  tlic  Brazilian  VFO  CiUical 
Bulletin  puhlislred  the  xcruK-hcmical  conclusion  under  the  lie.idline, 
“StnlT  .Analyzed  by  American  and  Brazilian  Scientists  Troves  the 
UFU.s  Arc  Non-Tc'rrestrial  Flying  Maebines.’*  [iS] 

The  full  facts  on  which  this  conclusion  rests  should  presumably 
be  available  for  study,  but  they  linvc*  never  been  published.  The* 
origin  of  the  ig-)3  fragments  is  unknown;  tliey  may  or  may  not 
have  been  part  of  the  1954  fall.  But  the  1954  incident  at  least 
offered  an  apparently  icie.d  chance  to  c.sfuhlish  beyond  doubt  the 
e.vact  composition  of  a sub.stance  that  fell  from  some  object  In  the 
sky,  and  to  determine  whether  it  came  from  earth  or  from  lieyond. 
Tlu*  material  did  not  deliquesce  or  disappear,  as  gossamer  and 
inditsirial  waste  may  do,  but  remained  available  for  analysis.  In- 
credibly. this  ideal  cbaiice  was  lo.sl.  OF  tlu*  several  chemisks  im  nlved, 
none  made  a cxmiplete  fjimlitalive,  quantitative,  and  spectroscopic 
nnalysi.s,  and  none  publi.sbc'd  his  complete  data.  Tlu*  Ohio  chemist, 
busy  with  ordinary  duties,  bad  time  to  make  only  a preliminary 
analysis  of  the  195G  fragment.  He  did  not  di  termine  the  amount 
of  tin  present  and  did  not  detiTmim*  \^•!K^t  elements  otlier  than  tin 
Were  in  the  sample.  The  density  of  the  1954  sample  is  not  known 
and  the  results  of  the  complete  <jualitali\e.  rpiaulitative,  and  spec- 
tingraphic  tests,  if  perfornieil,  are  not  ax  .rilable. 

^^'hen  a businessman  .sends  a .sp<-cinien  to  a commercial  ebemisl 
for  analysis,  Ik-  expects  to  receive  a spe  cific  list  of  exactly  wliat 
elements  it  cnnt.iius  and  in  what  i>ercentage.s.  If  be  received,  in- 
stead, resnUs  .such  as  those  of  the  siher-r.iin  analysis,  plus  llic 
chemist’s  opinion  tb.it  the  spe<  imeii  iisc-d  to  coiisist  of  something 
else  In  different  proportlrm.x,  the  busine.ssrnaii  would  x-ery  properly 
refuse  to  p.iy.
